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BRYAN’S BIRTHDAY IS COMMEMORATED 



A TRIBUTE TO BRYAN 


The day MARCH 19 brings perennial cause for reminiscence 
on the part of the entire Bryan family. This is a day on which 
we commemorate the birth of the Great Commoner — William 
Jennings Bryan. A banquet in his honor has become one of the 
social highlights of the school year. 

The name William Jennings Bryan is frequently associated 
— in the Christ ian world, at least — with the Scopes evolution trial, 
a trial in which the silver-tongued orato* nobly defended the 
cause of Christ. A history book commonly used in American 
colleges and universities has dubbed the trial as “Fundamental- 
ism's last stand.” Other writers of a liberal bent have expressed 
similar views on the value of Bryan’s great defense of the faith. 

However, the William Jennings Bryan University stands today 
as a living memorial to one who gave his life for the faith; it re- 
members the good that he did and for which he lived. It is a 
school dedicated to the same principles for which he fought — sal- 
vation by faith and acceptance of the scriptural account of creation 
by Divine fiat. 

In answer to the statement quoted above — that the trial was 
fundamentalism’s last stand — the University takes its place today 
(along with other Christian institutions of higher learning) as a 
testimony that fundamental Christianity is not dead, that the 
death of the Great Commoner was not the dying gasp of vital 
Christian faith. — H. V.

The third annual missionary con' 
ference was held the weekend of 
February 17' 19, in the Memorial 
Chapel. Speakers for the conference 
were Ruth Dawson, Rev. W. H. 
Taylor, and Rev. Harold B. Street. 
Miss Dawson is a graduate of Bryan 
and for the past several years has 
been affiliated with the Cleveland 
Hebrew Mission. 

Rev. Taylor, a former missionary 
to Central America, is now studying 
at Wheaton College, Wheaton, 111., 
and is pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, Glen Ellyn, 111. 

Rev. Street is a former missionary 
to Ethiopia and was in that country 
when it was invaded by Italy. Now 
deputation director for the Sudan In' 
terior Mission, Rev. Street showed 
motion pictures of the mission work 
in Nigeria, demonstrating the need 
for those who can preach the gospel, 
but also for those equipped to care 
for the physical needs of the people. 

The Saturday afternoon meeting 
featured an open forum on missions 
and the Sunday afternoon was dc' 
voted to the personal testimonies of 
the missionaries participating in the 
conference. 

The conference was sponsored by 
the student Foreign Missions Fellow' 
ship whose president is Richard D. 
Tevebaugh, East St. Louis, Illinois.

It was ninety years ago, the 19th 
of March, that a baby boy, called 
William Jennings, came into the 
home of two Godly Christian par' 
ents, Judge Silas Lillard and Mary 
Elizabeth Bryan. America today 
needs such homes and children from 
such homes. It also needs schools 
where the simple Christian virtues 
of such homes are strengthened, 
rather than weakened, in the lives 
of the children and young people. 

Years later, William Jennings 
Bryan said in his memoirs: “It is a 
consciousness of the helplessness of 
the new'born babe and of his de' 
pendence upon an unknown past 
and upon surroundings that he cannot 
comprehend that makes me increas- 
ingly grateful for the parentage with 
which the Heavenly Father blessed 
me and for the home in which my 
life began.” 

A devout father who prayed three 
times a day, a mother of lofty Chris' 
tian ideals, and a family altar made a 
lasting impression on Mr. Bryan, 
which was never erased when he 
reached the heights of international 
fame. Sixty'five years of life and con' 
tact with the great of this world did 
not destroy his simple child-like faith 
in Christ and the Bible. 

At Bryan University we stress sin- 
cerity, unaffectedness, and realism *n 
all that we do and say. But this is 
more than emulating Mr. Bryan or 
Christ Himself; it is rather, the living 
forth of the Christ Who dwells with' 
in every Christian.
